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DETAILED ACTION 

The examiner agree with the applicant's assessment that the independent claims 
are different enough to require a specific rejection for each claim. 

Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claim 3, drawn to a data format conversion method, classified in class 
717, subclass 136. 

II. Claims 6-12, drawn to data format conversion equipment for utilizing an 
extraction means and a rule acquisition means for performing 
conversions, classified in class 717, subclass 139. 

III. Claim 17, drawn to a controller for controlling a target machine in 
accordance with a second data format, classified in class 717, subclass 
121. 

IV. Claims 18-20, drawn to a control management system, which focuses on 
creating a program to perform conversions, classified in class 717, 
subclass 106. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the method of claim 3 does not require an extraction or an 
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acquisition components and therefore a different apparatus that does not utilize those 
means can be used to implement the method of invention I. 

Inventions III and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions The invention of claim 17 (Invention III) provides for controlling a 
controller (that is also not required for inventions I and II) with a predetermined program 
of a second format; while, the invention of claims 18-20 (Invention IV) requires means 
for creating a control program (which is not required of any of the other group of claims. 
Therefore, as indicated by the applicant, the claims require different consideration for 
each grouping and restriction is required.
